In past years there has been some question as to whom the Spectrum should be dedicated. There was no 
such question this year. 

Mr. Hackett and Mr. Gordon, after teaching for 39 and 40 years respectively, have decided to retire after 
the 1969 matrics. It will mark the end of an era in Stanstead College's history. 

Mr. Hackett came to Stanstead in 1930. Since then he has taught Latin and history, coached hockey and 
basketball teams, and acted as assistant headmaster for more than 30 years. He will be remembered as a warm, 
considerate man who could find time to listen to anyone. He was an ardent supporter of all school teams, and 
the familiar figure in his favourite hat and puffing away on his pipe long ago became an integral part of the 
sports scene: 

His wife will also be long remembered for her contribution to the school. Almost single-handedly, she 
transformed a collection of books into the present school library.

Mr. Gordon came to Stanstead in 1929. For 40 years he has been responsible tor getting more losers 
through their math matrics than any other man. He was on the editorial board of the annual for many years. 
His personality is more reserved than Mr. Hackett’s. He is a meticulous person with an infinite amount of pa- 
tience. While Mr. Hackett has become Stanstead's master of the pun, Mr. Gordon has achieved the subtle art 
of dry hunour, and many a complaining student has winced under his invincible one-line retorts. 

Mr. Hackett and Mr. Gordon have made Stanstead College their life. They taught at Stanstead during the 
depression years, when money was so scarce. They taught at Stanstead through the difficult war years, when 
many of the graduates left school to go to war. They taught during the fifties when the school's reputation 
scraped the bottom. They have seen Stanstead College change, and have watched the construction of the build- 
ings which stand to-day. They have had faith in the school, and have remained loyal to it through a total of 79 
teaching years between them. 

Stanstead College will forever be indebted to these two men, who have carried the school and its students 
through so much.

Headmaster’s Message 

This has been a year of trial and challenge. The explosion of unrest among students has not left Stanstead 
unrippled. We have had no riots, no sit-ins, no love-ins — at least no official ones. Yet, as a schoolmaster of 
some twenty years, I have felt the draught of change. It has been a change in attitude, in belief, an unrest of 
ideals. On the surface there has been the usual acceptance of the keystone words of the Stanstead College phi- 
losophy: Work, Co-operation, and Consideration. For the first time, however, I seriously question the sincerity 
of some students. This year it has been a small minority, but like most minorities in education today, a potent- 
ially dangerous one. 

Perhaps it was time for us to have a year of trial, when the rink roof fell in, when a loaded bus overturned 
and when too many boys left because of lack of co-operation. Such a year makes us look at the fibres of our 
being. It makes us examine the tissues as well as the life blood. We become as radiologists examining the guts of 
Stanstead, not the skin. 

Only by a total commitment to the ideals of Stanstead can we continue to grow. This year we marked 
time; the next is up to those returning. 

As usual, my sincere good wishes go to all those graduating; come back, and see us often.

Only when they overcome 
the negative-minded minority will Stanstead College be on the rise again.

VARSITY FOOTBALL 

Varsity Football came to opening practice with a winning streak of eight games behind them. After 
a week of preliminaries the team settled down to the task of lengthening that record. 

Mr. Philip managed the Red first against the old boys and the Machine was temporarily halted by a 
galaxy of hallowed old-timers, but touchdowns by Ron Ward, the team's captain, Tom Smith, and Don 
Arril replied for the school and we hung on to take a tough decision from a surprisingly strong old boys' 
squad to the tune of 19 - 12. 

To fill a gap in the schedule, Mr. Philip challenged the University of Sherbrooke. The team again had 
a slow start, but proved capable of taking and giving solid knocks. The results were heartbreaking: the Red 
Machine came out on the losing end by a single point. 

The team travelled to Ottawa to lock horns with the Green and White of Ashbury College. A good, 
tough game was held on Saturday morning. Ashbury, vastly improved over last year's team, played 
exceptionally well, but Red saw paydirt and "hung tuff" winning 39 - 11. 

Red moved to B.C.S. for the first half of the two game total point series with the purple people. 

One of the worst losses in years was experienced as the determined, nitty-gritty Bish squad outshone us 
in every department, taking a commanding 14 point lead in the series. 

Hudson High School (last year's Montreal Champs) was on the receiving end of a punishing Red team 
victory, who were anxious to avenge and so trounced them 28 - 7. 
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After a tortuous week of practice inflicted by the coaches in 
preparation for the "big one", everyone was ready. 

Playing truly inspired ball. Red put together one of the most 
impressive victories ever seen by the school, shellacking the Purple men 
52 ■ 7 to take the Senator Howard Trophy for the third straight year. 

This was without a doubt the sweetest victory of the season. 

Quebec City was the destination and Quebec High School was the 
opponent of our last game of the season. The Big Red Machine proved too 
strong for the Blues, and Stanstead brought home a 44 • 12 victory and 
the Dunne Trophy.

Philip and defensive coach Mr. McConnachie for their help and guidance 
towards another winning season.
